SEWERAGE  SCHEMES 


The  completion  of  the  Northern  Area  Scheme  and  of  the  Sludge 
Pressing  Plant  at  Long  Melford  were  the  significant  events  of  the  year. 
At  Lawshall  householders  were  so  keen  to  get  the  benefits  of  the  sewer 
that  some  connections  v/ere  being  made  before  the  treatment  works  were 
ready. 


Only  four  parishes ,  namely 9  Assington9  Leavenheath,  Little  Cornard 
and  Somerton  are  now  without  sewers  in  any  part.  Plans  for  Leavenheath 
were  prepared  by  the  Engineers ?  together  with  the  necessary  extensions 
to  the  Nayland  Works.  Plans  for  the  extension  of  the  Bures  Works  were 
abandoned  following  a  change  in  development  policy  by  the  local  dyew cries. 

Following  unpleasant  floodings  of  a  nearby  property  it  was  decided 
to  install  a  stand-by  diesel  pump  to  cope  with  emergency  breakdowns  at 
the  main  pumphouse  at  Great  Cornard. 

Four  statutory  notices  to  enforce  the  conversion  of  the  remaining 
pail  closets  in  Nayland  to  W.C.s  were  served  and  enforced.  The  tenants 

of  two  other  houses  with  pail  closets  are  to  be  rehoused  ancl.  the  houses 
merged  with  adjoining  properties.
